I'm very grateful to the people who have given helpful replies to my 
commentary, thoughts and enquiries. I hope I have not failed to thank 
anyone personally, even if it's been a very short impersonal thank-you. 


Trying some of the ideas, I found strong QRM on Long Wave anywhere near 
our house wiring, so I stuck the ferrite rod out in the garden in the 
middle of a piece of string which runs from my window to a tree. 


I used 300 ohm twin feeder to connect that coil across the VC. That 
seems to give me a reasonable 1515 metre signal with no "house" QRM. I'm 
now experimenting with more or less C and R in the triode grid 

circuit. For the moment it has a very fashionable (for the time) 


"aperiodic" anode load: a resistance! 


That seems to leave only 101 ways of improving sensitivity or 
selectivity, so I'm slowly finding which needs boosting. 


I have an RF pentode in hand. 


I'm beginning to like the “power grid" detector: the tuned circuit goes 
straight across grid and cathode; no bias. I suppose that gives you 
non-linearity, rectification, AND AF gain. 


Surely there is a snag? I can't hear it with my ears. Maybe it's fine 
for strong local-ish LW transmitters. 


Thanks again for ongoing help.

My guess is that is is for polarity reversal of the input. In Tek scopes, 
there are negative and positive power supplies that were checked with the 
262. It was common practice to ground the negative lead and use the other 
lead for probing power supplies. It was faster to just reverse the polarity 
using the push switch than to actually switch meter leads manually. 


I did not use a Simpson 262, but rather a Triplett 630NA and it had a toggle 
switch mounted on the side for this purpose.

Took a look at Eastwood's site. Didn't see any mention of wrinkle 
finishes, but they do sell Glyptol - the orange/red insulating 
varnish. 


Checked out the DIY powder coat kit. Powders are either polyester 

or polyethylene. You get a low pressure spray gun and a 9KV supply 
to charge the powder as it leaves the gun. Once you coat the part 
uniformly with powder, you carefully pop it into a 400 degF oven 

for 15 minutes. Too much time is as bad as too little. We're talking 
about a spare oven here, not one you use for food. And you need 
ventilation while it cures in the oven. Don't let it cool too fast, 
either. You still need VOC's to clean the part, and maybe particle 
blasting as well. They don't list anything but gloss paint, but 

warn that too much can give an orange peel effect. In fact, it is 
hard to avoid, so they tell you how to sand and polish after finishing.

In my reading of old ham radio magazines (post-war CQ's at the moment), I've 
come accross an advertisement for a very intriguing device: The 
Invader-1000 band changing turret from Greene Plastics, Inc., Wakefiled, 
Rhode Island. It covers 80 through 10 meters and is obviously intendend for 
push-pull operation. It is undoubtedly competition for the B&W turret 
products although I don't think B&W ever made onegood for 1000 watts. 


What makes it so intriguing is that it includes the variable capacitor and 
the capacitor has a different set of stators for each band.

Whooooooooh, the gauntlet is dropped. 


Neither are the Bugatti, Duesenberg and (original) W. 0. Bentley 
companies with us, but they made arguably the finest motorcars of 
their era, and many current design practices rest on their 
innovations. After all, GM is still in business, does that make them 
good? 


The Boatanchor attitude cannot rest on "What is absolutely the very 
best radio ever made" in that ever is a long time. Where was Drake 
during the seminal days of radio development, or WW 2? Fact is that 
their general design (which is very nice, I have 2 of 'em) derives 
directly from Art Collins' work. The first Drake (1A) came out in 
1957, ten years after the 75A1 (see, even the names are similar; 
Coincidence?) . 


That "same old two-dial design" originated in 1935, and I believe that 
it was a Hammarlund concept (please correct me if I'm wrong). This 
"old" design served well for about 35 years. Yes, it was 
conservative, but by the end they had triple conversion and low if 
frequency filtering that supported clean SSB reception, and the 
performance of an HQ170A is very near to what you get 30 years later. 


And where did you get the idea that Hammarlunds didn't work for a 
living? Zeniths they ain't. They were not made for living rooms. 
You ever carry an SP-600? I think Dick Dillman tells the story of the 
old ship radiomen who would move from job to job carrying their 
SP-600 with them. That ain't workin'? 


You may well prefer the single-dial design, but can the Drake cover 
0.54-30 MHz continuously, huh? If you're gonna do that (with decent 
bandspread) you have to have either (1) 2 dials, (2) a heckuva gearbox 
(SP-600) ox (3) a mechanical nightmare (R390A) (LCD displays not 
qualifying for this discussion....). 


And lessee, about size, er, what's the name of the group? 
Boatanchors? Is smaller better? Get a rice box! 


(All said with tongue implanted firmly in cheek, and foot embedded in 
mouth, which is why typing is so slow....). 


I guess where this rant is going is that the value of these old crates 
is not their intrinsic performance, which, these days, is 

questionable at best (Sherwood's stats notwithstanding). The value 

is in a living demonstration of how radio design developed, and what 


was done with the tools, knowledge and attitudes of the period. 
Hammarlunds are a good example of how far one can go with the classic 
Lamb-inspired layout (dating back to 1932). Optimal? No, but a 
solid effort dangling from a long heritage. We are not creatures of 
the moment--every one of us carries baggage from what has gone before. 
Many of these companies had a huge investment (and experience) ina 
given technology, and it only made sense to ty to extract the most out 
of it. In Drake's case, their radio manufacturing was a startup (no 
excess baggage) that took advantage of the experience of every other 
maker that came before. The technology to make a Drake existed in 
1932, where were they then? They would not exist without Collins or 
Hammarlund or Millen (National) ox RCA or....

I will admit that in many of the later models there was a lot of empty 
Space in those cabinets (whereas a HQ129X is wall to wall)- but in their 
prime the Hammarlunds were fine work horses and many still are.

If they are frozen (and I'd bet some or all of 
them are) then it could be a long and frustrating job to get the set back 
to good working order! 


The HQ100 I bought was in superb condition, except for the cores. Almost 
all were frozen and quite a few had also fractured. I did get them all out 
without damage to thee coils (which are delicate!!) but I wouldn't want to 
do it again.

I grew up disliking Hallicrafters so I understand the feeling. But lets 
explore why this attitude. 


My first receiver was the S-40B. OK on 80 and 40 but I liked 15 and working 
anyone there was an adventure. You just hoped you could find the station 
again after every over. When the HQ110 came out in mid 1957 I had almost 
enough money to get one and my dad kicked in a few bucks. We sold the S-40B 
to cover his money... Boy was this an improvement over the Hallicrafters. 


For a long time I called Hallicrafters...Halliscratchers. Then the 
SX117/HT44 came along and then the SR150 and Hallicrafters moved to much 
higher status. 


Hammarlund was a leader with the HQ120/129X/Supexr Pro but by 1974 their 
designs were out dated. They tried to sell the HQ215 (earlier they tried to 
repackage the British KW2000 transceiver as the HXQ300) and it was a fine 
receiver...but to have the equivalent of the Drake or Heath twins meant too 
much investment so the business died. 


Hammarlund needs to be viewed as an early innovator of the "real" superhet 
and then a leader in detectors for SSB and CW that did not cost us an arm 
and a leg! The HC10 circuit was a real breakthru. The HQ180/170/145 all 
used all or parts....The HC10 made my old HQ120 even work well on SSB or 
selective CW/AM. 


As far as sales go..Hammarlund led the market for receivers for many years. 
The HQ129X and later HQ110/170 probably were the best sellers pre-1965. 
Every manufacturer added something to radio design...and I believe we need 


to celebrate this fact and mourn that they are gone! 
Up with BA...lets keep all the old names alive.

While I haven't seen the specific unit you have, I have seen a similar 
arrangement in a boatanchor Marconi signal generator. I can't remember 
the number but it was a 1950s VHF generator that went from 10 to 250 MHz 
or so. It used a CV273 coaxial disc seal triode and a turret which held 
the coils and the stator plates of the tuning capacitor. The circuit was 
arranged so that the signal was also coupled out through these plates. 
When you rotated the turret a new set of stator plates was positioned to 
mesh with the rotor for each band. The manual stated that it was a 
unique patented arrangement that avoided mechanical contacts in the 
signal path. It certainly worked well. I sold it when I got a HP 608 
which was technically more advanced but does occasionally have problems 
arising from the mechanical signal contacts to the turret. 


I thought it was a particularly elegant arrangement at the time.

In my experience there are actually two colors, one is a satin black, 
the 

other a dark gray. I have found excellent matches from the local 
‘hardware 

store', at $3 or $4 a can. Or you can get an exact match from R&R 
designs, 

for a little more. 


The 'hardware store colors are: for the dark gray: "Krylon MS 769 
Anodized Bronze", for the Satin Black: "Rustoleum American Accents 7946 
Canyon Black Satin". I have done a couple of radios in the Krylon and 
the 

match is good enough to make invisible ‘overspray' blend lines. Can't 
say 

that the Satin Black is that good, I have used it only for complete 
cabinet 

refinishing (SX-42). Made a nice match, but I painted everything.
